Some of these ridiculous claims 
have, even found their way into our court 
system, calling for rulings that give children 
command over their parents. This is not to be 
confused with parents, giving children's 
wishes deserved and proper consideration. 

There ^e those that put.' the 18-year-old 
drinking que^on in tHis^ategor^ey using the 



statistically proven abuse of that right to 
eliminate it from the list of rights giv§p;by 
the age of majority. . , " 

Th^n we have unions, whose, members 
have agreed to work for a certain wage, sud- 
denly demanding a cut of the employer's new 
found profits. Isn't it strange that; with all 
the demands for fairness flying all oyer'Uie 
place, one seldom' reads abouF employes 
asking, for a cut in wages during a profit loss. 

Where is the fairness when an employe 
wants a cut of the profits Without making a ny 
financial investment? Isn't receiving ample 
pay for a job. well done a just result of any. 
hiring agreenifeht? ° ,, 

All these demands are being justified as a 
call for human rights. 

The recent outlandish demands of our 
sports figures, awhile backf the baseball 
players and presently the gridiron stars, 
seem to fall under this call for human rights. 

Many think if the owners give in to these 
outrageouis demands, demands that are in no 
way justified by even the best athletic per- 
formance, they will be making a foolish and 
maybe dangerous concession. 

Could these concessions eventually put our. 

national sports into the same dire financial 

position as many claim union demands have 

helped put "both the auto and building in-

Gas bills to cli 
32 percent by 1984

Interested^ Antioch businessmen heard 
John Orso, District Supervisor of Northern 
Illinois Gas, predict that the cost of heating 
with natural gas in Ithe northern Illinois 
area, will go up 15 to20percent by theendof 
1983 andanadditibnalia percent in 1984. 

But even, with these increases, he claimed 
the natural gas would still remain th'e 
cheapest way of heating. Orso spoke at the 
third small business seminar sponsored by 
the Antioch Chamber of Commerce and. In- 
dustry. The luncheon seminar was held at 
the Windjammer Restaurant on Tuesday, 
Sept. 28. ' 

He also gave a slide presentation on the 
cost of utilities, adding many suggestions on 



money savjng energy conservation. 

-During his talk he pointed out that, though 
many people are blaiming distribution com- 
panies such as the one he represents for the 
high utility bills, as far as natural gas is con- 
c erned, there are thr ee cost incurring 
segments involved, the "r producer; the 
pipeline and the distributor. 

According to Orso the price of natural gas 
in Illinois has only had three general rate in- 
creases since 1954, the latest being just a 
month ago. * 

Among the niany energy saving tips of- 
fered by the utility companies, Orso urged 
home energy audits, buying new appliances 
that are energy efficient and properly main- 
taining presently owned appliances to keep 
their operating costs^dpwn.
